THE SENATOR FROM OHIO 


UNFOLDS A PLAN OF REPUBLICAN 


ACTION TO ILLIN O IS MEN.

Springfield, Ills., June 2,—Hon- John 
Bherman, who arrived hi this city Tuesday , 
delivered a political address in the capifcol 
building Wednesday afternoon I adore a largo 
audience composed of members of the legis­ 
lature and citizens. 
The senator’s presence 
was in response to an Invitation sent him 
sogynF time ago by the Republican members of 
tha legislature, and his speech was frequently 
and vigorously applauded. 
Kr. Sherman’s speech began with a review 
of tha two great parties, commencing with 
tha Missouri compromise and showing the re­ 
lations of the parties to the questions of war, 
emancipation, reconstruction, suffrage, and 
Ho devoted a considerable portion

of his speech to a consideration of the suffrage 
in the southern status and in this ojimuctiou 
said: 
What language can ex press the cruel and bar­ 
barous atrocity of the controlling elements of the 
south in their treatment of Republicans, both 
white and black, and especially of the freed men 
who bad been invested by constitutional amend­ 
ments with liberty and political rights? Taking 
advantage of the defection of Andrew Johnson 
and his reconstruction policy , they commenced 
with laws that denied the freedmen liberty of 
speech and of the press, and even tho personal 
freedom aud protection allowed by tho laws of 
the most despotic powers In Europe to the mean­ 
est serf, followed by wholesale assassination of 
unarmed and 
undisciplined negroes Inflicted 
by seemt, 
organized, 
and 
disguLsed bands, 
using all tho agencies of terror and sujH-rstitlon 
that could affect the mind of an Ignorant and 
credulous people with such success that in ten 
y ears after tho war the freedmen of the south 
could not, as a rule, vote wherever their vote 
would chaugo the result; they could hold no office, 
and might lie cheated and robbed and murdered 
with impunity . This intimidation was, In many 
places, especially in tho far south, ex tended to 
white Republicans of character and intelligence, 
among them some Confederate soldiers, who re 
sisted oh far as they could these atrocities, and 
were branded with opprobrious e p ith e ts , tabooed 
n.nd ostracised, and, in some cases, murdered. 
Docs any man deny this? All this and more, 
hideous detail, was proven Iwfore committees 
congress, was reported by officers of tho ai my 
and evidenced by every form of prouf known to 
courts, and, in many cases, was admitted by tin 
press and people of the south, and defended. Gen, 
Jiauiri, 
a 
distinguished 
citizen 
of 
Illi­ 
nois, has, in the book I have before me, com­ 
piled and condensed this evidence, and I say to 
y ou that no man can read it without being con 
vlnced that /ill I say is true, with revolting defails 
that I do not give. In this way , and by these 
means, the Democratic party in the south now 
bolds in solid and unbroken array every southern 
state with increased political power conferred by 
the freedom of the slaves. This is the basis of their 
power. Without the terror and ostracism I have 
described, several of these states, governed by 
their Interests and convictions, enlightened by 
free discussions, emancipated in fact os well as in 
name., would be os thoroughly Republican as 111» 
nois. It Is said that this Is raising the bloody 
shirt; renewing the animosities of the war. 1 
deny it. Tho charge is an unjust reproach of 
Confederate soldiers. What 1 speak of is not 
the work of soldiers, but of cowards and crimin­ 
als, not In war but In peace. I pity the man who 
con not distinguish between the duty of soldiers 
and self-imposed cruelties and barbarous mellusis 
born of slavery . 


And, fellow-citizens this Is pot a thing of the 
]>asl. It is a continuing fact. It Is a fact to-day .

In his recent letter to the 
committee inviting him to attend the unveil 
ing of the Calhoun monument he says he ‘be­ 
lieves it would be well if all Calhoun thought, 
and all he believed, and all his aspirations 
were better known and understood.’

sentiment as this if uttered in his presence in

C ivil service reform was allude! to, the 
speaker saying the law did not bother the

The Na tiona l Fina ncia l Sta tem ent In d i­ 
ca tes an Increase o f #100,000,000. 
W a sh in gto n C ity , June 2.—Tha reduction 
in the pubic debt during May amounted to 
$8 ,8 8 8 ,9 9 7, and for the eleven months of the 
current fiscal y ear $9 2,8 54,9 2L 
The national 
debt, lew cash in the treasury , is $1,29 6,28 1,- 
462. 
The net cash in the treasury is $23,9 51,- 
« 93, or about $11,000,000 less than on May 1. 
The gold coin and gold bullion fund balanoe 
in the treasury is $18 6,667,773, or about $5,- 
500,000 more than a month ago. The silver 
fund balance has increased about $1,000,000 
during the month, and amounts to $73,157,590. 
The store of standard silver dollars was In­ 
creased by about $3,000,000, and now amounts 
to $209,052,567. 
Up to May 31 $6,621,276 in 
trade dollars had been redeemed. 
Government receipts were unusually large 
during the past month, amounting to $33,- 
8 34,28 2, against $27,751,724 in May , 18 8 6. 
Customs receipts were $16,545,68 3, and inter­ 
nal revenue receipts aggregated $14,38 9,14-3. 
Government receipts from all sources for the 
eleven months of the current fiscal y ear ag­ 
gregate $38 8 ,309,909, and by the end of the 
y ear will undoubtedly reach $370,000,000, or 
$24,000,000 more than the secretary ’s esti­ 
mate. 
Expenditures for the eleven months amount 
to $253,556,8 02, or $30,000,000 more than for 
the corresponding eleven months of the pre­ 
ceding year, and w ill probably run up to 
$270,000,000 by tho end of tho current year 
so that the prospect is fair for a surplus of 
$100,000,000 this fiscal year. 


A Pleuro-Pneum onia Circular. 
WARHijgiTON Ci t y, June 2 —Commissioner 
of Agriculture Colman has sent out a circu­ 
lar letter addressed to the managers of all 
railroad and transportation companies in the 
United States, urging their co-operation with 
the department in preventing the spread of 
pleuropneumonia. 
The commissioner calls 
attention to the fact that the disease exists in 
Iilinos, Maryland and Now York, and also 
to the importance to the cattle interests and 
the railways of its existence, and says the 
plague is so insidious that nothipg but the 
greatest precautions w ill stamp it out. Prom­ 
inent among these precautions is the cleaning 
and disinfecting of railway cars, and the com­ 
mission urges upon the railways the necessity 
of rigidly enforced rules relating to this mat­ 
ter. 
A disinfecting solution made by dissolv­ 
ing four ounces of chloride of lime in one 
gallon of water is recommended, and a set of 
rules suggested.

Da m ning Testim ony Given Aga inst h ttneli- 
Bfarrled 
M urderess by Her Sou, W ho 
Does Not Know W hether H is Fa ther ts 
Living or Dea d—H oke, the Peoria Bank 
Crook, Convicted* 


B uf f al o , 
N . Y., June 3 —The trial o f 
Mrs. Penseyres fo r the murder o f her husband 
is in pro gress here, and there was a stir in 
the co urt-ro o m sho rtly befo re no o n Wednes­ 
day when Frank Ho e, so n o f the priso ner, 
was called to the stand. 
In his previo us ex­ 
aminatio n he had refused to testify, and was 
held fo r co ntempt, but this time he made no 
o bjectio n, and pro ceeded to give bis testi­ 
mo ny in a straightfo rward manner. 
He testified that Mrs. Penseyres was his 
mo ther; didn't kno w if his father was living; 
his mo ther had three husbands that he knew 
o f; the first was James Leight; they lived in 
Brantfo rd, Canada; then there was Jaco b 
Meier bait, o f Chicago , and last Penseyres, o f 
this city. 
Ro e came to Buffalo the Friday befo re 
Penseyres’ death. 
His sister, Mrs. Curtiss, 
and a friend, Co ra Mo ntgo mery, came with 
him. His sister fo und the revo lver, which was 
o n Penseyres’ lied when he was fo und deed, o n 
his mo ther's bed. 
There was so mething the 
matter with it and his mo ther asked him to 
fix i t 
He did so . 
His mo ther said she had 
pawned her watch in o rder to buy the re­ 
vo lver. 
On the night o f the murder he slept In the 
fro nt ro o m, 
Penseyres was o n the so fa when 
he went to bed. 
He heard his mo ther ask 
Penseyres to go to bed. 
Penseyres go t up 
and went into the back ro o m. 
Ro e was 
awakened o nce by a co nversatio n between 
Penseyres and his wife. 
It was abo ut Pen­ 
seyres do ing so mething that displeased his 
wife. 
The next time he awo ke he heard the 
repo rt o f a pisto l. 
He jumped up and saw his 
mo ther at the fo o t o f his bed. 
He asked: 
"W hat’s that!” and she replied, “No thing.” 
He started to see what it was but she wo uld 
no t let him. 
He was » cared and went back 
to bed.

A BANK THIEF FOUND GUILTY. 


Hoke*» J ury Give« H im Four Tea rs—Tha 
Usua l A ppea l. 
P e o r ia , 
I lk , June 2.—At 3:14 o ’clo ck 
Wednesday afterno o n the tired jury, who had 
sat o n the Ho ke case fo r mo re than a week, 
filed in and to o k their accusto med places fo r 
the last time. There was a so lemn lo o k o n 
all their faces, as if they had do ne their duty 
befo re Go d and man. 
When the judge asked 
them if they had agreed upo n a verdict the 
answer was “yes,” and the paper o n which it 
was written was handed o ver by A. A Burr, 
the fo reman. 
The judge then read the ver­ 
dict, which was as fo llo ws: 
“We, the jury, 
find the defendant guilty o f fo rgery as 
charged in the indictment,” and fixed his pen­ 
alty at fo ur years in the penitentiary. 
Mr. 
Swett called fo r a po lling o f the jury, and the 
co unty clerk called each man up by name 
and asked them singly, “ Was this and is this 
no w yo ur verdict i” to which questio n each 
o ne answered yes. The co urt then discharged 
the jury. 
The co unsel fo r Ho ke made a mo tio n fo r a 
new trial, which was immediately o verruled 
l>y the co urt, as was also a mo tio n fo r an ar­ 
rest o f judgment. 
Then they asked that sen­ 
tence be no t pro no unced upo n the defendant 
until they had time to see ho w lo ng it wo uld 
take them to make o ut their reco rd to file a 
bill o f exceptio ns to the supreme co urt. This 
was allo wed by co nsent o f the pro secutio n, 
and co urt adjo urned.

ON TH E “EAST INDIAN FRONT mu. 


B ritish O ccupa tion o f H era t fm roin« nt— 
R ussia 's M ovement*. 
London. June 2.—The po sitio n o f the ameer 
o f Afghanistan has beco me very « crime*. The 
rebellio n against his autho rity Is gro w ing rap­ 
idly, and the recent reverses sustained by his 
fo rces in the co nflicts with the Insurgents 
have made it apparent to the ho me go vern­ 
ment and the Indian go vernment as well that 
the time has arrived when the pro tectio n o f 
British interests in Afghanistan demands the 
pro mpt and effective military interference o f 
English tro o ps. 
In this view the fo rtifica­ 
tio ns o f Herat and Candahar are being 
strengthened by English engineers, and prep­ 
aratio ns are making to o ccupy bo th o f these 
stro ngho lds as so o n as English tro o ps can lie 
pushed fo rward. 
Meanwhile Russia Is quietly entrenching 
herself within the co ne lying between the 
bo undary line pro po sed by England and the 
o ne co ntended fo r by herself, with no intentio n 
o f retracing her steps, but o f marching so uth- 
wo rd when the time fo r a mo vement arrives. 


Illinois L egisla ture. 
S p r in g fie ld , Ilia, June 2.—The senate 
Wedneeday rejected the bills making invalid 
all deeds executed within three mo nths o f co n­ 
templated vo luntary assignment, and fixing 
the pay o f supreme co urt repo rter at 83,000 
per annum.

carried aw ay th e kitchen and bunk ho use 
o f the m en, and co vered fifteen m iners. 
So me w ho escaped cam e do w n to O uray 
o n sno w sho es o ver a perilo us trail, run ­ 
ning nearly all the w ay alo ng precipices, 
and o verhung w ith elm s, bearing trem b­ 
ling masses o f sno w, threatening o ther 
slides. 
They begged us fo r help to dig 
o ut their im priso ned co mrades. 
W e sent 
a party up o n sno w sho es im m ediately, 
eight o f the nerviest m en in the cam p. 
They go t up to the m ines safely and dug 
o ut the bo dies an d tw o live men. 
Then 
they p ut seven o f the dead m en into sleds, 
and w ith the rescued m en started back to 
O uray, a party o f fifteen. 
They were half w ay do w n w hen ano ther 
slide cam e do w n o n the trail and sw ept 
aw ay sleds, co rpses and rescuers. 
There 
w as a space fifty feet wide fro m th e trail 
to the brink o f a canyo n, o ver eighty feet 
deep. 
So me o f the m en w ere released by 
the sno w Ixffo re they w ere carried to the 
edge o f the gulf, but m o st o f them , w ith 
all th e sled bearers, w ent o ver and do w n 
upo n th e deep sno w at the bo tto m . 
N o t 
o ne o f th a t p arty w as killed, altho ugh 
they were so m ew hat bruised, and they 
all, singly o r in sm all parties, m ade their 
w ay l)ack to O uray w itliin the next three 
days. 
The co rpses lay em balm ed in the 
sno w until spring, w hen th e thaw ing o f 
the sno w m ade them visible. 
They w ere 
then bro ught do w n to O uray and buried.

The questio n o f ho w to prevent check­ 
ing in the ends o f tim ber w hen it is 
being seaso ned is engaging the attentio n 
o f English engineers. 
Acco rding to a 
recent repo rt, it has been ascertained 
after trying a num ber o f expedients, th at 
by painting the ends o f the tim ber w ith 
thick glue several kinds o f lum ber can be 
dried w itho ut checks. 
It is suppo sed 
th a t the glue penetrates far eno ugh to 
cem ent the layers o f the wo o d to gether 
n ear the ends, and thus keep the ends 
fro m drying faster than the rest o f the 
wo o d. 
Of co urse this m etho d requires 
seaso ning under co ver, since rain m ay 
have the effect o f disso lving the glue.— 
Chicago Times.
